We have to direct attention to the letter of a valued correspond- 
ent, which appears in our columns of to-day, animadverting on the 
prospectus of “the Northampton Union Coal and Mining Com- 
pany,” inserted in our last number. It is exposés of this kind 
which are necessary to guard the public from being either duped 
by projectors, or misled by visionaries; for, without alleging 
that in this instance the Company is formed by the “lord of the 
soil,” who takes his fifth, or that the Provisional Committee are in 
embryo, because their names are not announced, it is quite appa- 
rent that, in speculations of this nature, science must be called 
in aids and which, it would appear, has not here been the 
case; while the insignificant amount of the shares, which are 3/. 
each, when paid up, is calculated to induce the humbler classes 
to embark in undertakings, the nature of which they cannot 
comprehend. 

The certificate of the “ practical colliers ” has with us no weight. 
Had the name of Mr. Buppux, or any other gentleman possessing 
scientific and practical knowledge, been appended to a report, we 
should then have known how to value it, but in the present case 
we are led to look with doubts on opinions where the data on 
which such opinions are founded is not afforded ; while our suspi- 
cions are confirmed by the results at which we have arrived on 
a careful perusal of the prospectus, and which we submit to our 
readers. 

Not to observe on the royalty of one-fifth being excessive, which 
it will be seen, to yield a profit to the adventurers like that con- 
templated by “ the provisional committee,” would give to the owner 
nearly 20,000/, per annum—the extent of the sett will be found, 
on estimate (assuming the coal to be found, and which in our minds 
is very dubitable), to be little more than a three years’ supply; that 
is, if our deductions be correct—for the provisional committee do 
not condescend to give us the “ moderate estimate” on which they 
arrive at their conclusions.
